Library feasibility 
study will explore

WILMINGTON - The updated 
feasibility study for the con- 
struction of a new library will 
include evaluations of both 
incorporating the new facility 
into the existing Swain School 
on Middlesex Avenue and 
demolishing the school to make 
way for a completely new 'build- 


ing. 

The Board of Selectmen pro- 
vided the Board of Library 
Trustees with a majority vote 
to support the construction of a 
new library to be built on the 
current site of the Swain School 
during its October 25 meeting. 
The Library Trustees depended 
on the support of one of four 
sites in order to ensure the 
town’s eligibility for a $3 mil- 
lion state grant to assist in con- 
struction costs. Design plans 
are a significant piece of the 
grant application process, so a 
relatively definite site needed 
to be identified, 

Despite the selectmen’s sup- 
port, and regardless of any 
grant, no library can be built 
without first going before Town 
Meeting voters and holding a 
special election for public 
approval, 

During last week’s selectmen 
meeting on November 8, 
Selectman Frank West sought 
clarification on whether the 
protection of the Swain School 
had been part of the board’s 
vote. Selectmen Michael 
Newhouse and Suzanne

5 clarify by-law for 


soil enforcement

WILMINGTON - The Board of 
Health held a public hearing in 
the Town Hall Auditorium on 
Tuesday, November 16, to 
accept input towards efforts to 
define the term “contaminated 
soils” within the context of its 
use in Section 46 of Chapter 5 of 
Wilmington’s by-laws. 

The by-law, passed under 
Article 5 of the June 2003 
Special Town Meeting, pro- 
hibits the importation of any 
contaminated soil into 
Wilmington for the purpose of 
capping a landfill, or former 
landfill, within a Zone II 
aquifer protection area. 

The by-law currently reads, 
“Contaminated soil which 
results from a release to the 
environment is prohibited from 
being brought into the Town of 
Wilmington to be disposed of, 
stored, stockpiled, spread onto 
the ground surface for any pur- 
pose, used for shaping, grading, 
or closure of a landfill or for- 
mer landfill area, or used as fill 
material for any and all purpos- 
es within any Zone II aquifer 
protection area which has been 
approved by the Department of 
Environmental Protection.” 

In order to effectively enforce 
the by-law, the Board of Health 
needs to establish regulations 
and clearly define the terms 
used. Two terms in the by-law, 
“Contaminated soil” and 
“release to the soil,” were con- 
sidered to be particularly 
vague. 

Local activist Debbie Duggan 
addressed the board about the 
importance of prohibiting cont- 
amination of any kind from 
being brought into a Zone II 
aquifer protection area and 
enforcing the By-law. She 
received no dissent from the 
board. 

“If I had my druthers, if you 
can’t eat it, you can’t bring it in 
to Wilmington,” said Board of

John McNabb, the Solid Waste 
Policy Director of Clean Water 
Action, an organization estab- 
lished to assist citizen groups in 
protecting local water supplies, 
attended the hearing. He iden- 
tified himself as the author of 
the original article, 

“In hindsight, I wish I had 
added a few more words to it,” 
McNabb said. 

He conceded that the term 
“contaminated soil” has been 
found to be unconstitutionally 
vague. He offered the board 
what he considers to be clear 
and comprehensive definitions 
of the terms for inclusion into 
the by-law. 

According to McNabb, conta- 
minated soil should be defined 
as soil which has been contam- 
inated by a release to the envi- 
ronment of oil and/or haz- 
ardous material, including, 
without limitation, any soil 
which has been excavated from 
a site regulated pursuant to 
Chapter 21E (state ‘Superfund’ 
site), the federal CERCLA (fed- 
eral ‘Superfund’ site) program, 
or has otherwise been contami- 
nated by a release to the envi- 
ronment. 

“If it comes from a 21E site, 
there is something wrong with 
it,” McNabb said. “That is the 
assumption.” 

McNabb further asserted that 
the term “release” should be 
defined as any spilling, leaking, 
pumping, pouring, emitting, 
emptying, discharging, inject- 
ing, escaping, leaching, dump- 
ing or disposing into the envi- 
ronment, as defined by section 
2 of Chapter 21E of the 
Massachusetts General Laws, 

Health Board Chairperson 
Elizabeth Sabounjian suggested 
that the term “excavated” in 
McNabb’s definition of soil 
should include the phrase “or 
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Columbus Day as Leif Erikson 
Day, Erikson being, of course, 
the Viking explorer who 
explored the New England 
coast centuries before

Nt is, however, our fiftieth birthday that’s on our 
minds. During the next year, we at the Town 
Crier will publish stories and photos that spot- 
light our own history and those of Wilmington 
and Tewksbury. We'll also be publishing special 
supplements during the spring, summer and fall 
bf 2005. 

: We hope to make it the kind of year that would 
imake Capt. Larz Neilson, our founder, proud. 
The tribute begins with this very issue in your 
hands. We hope you enjoy one story, written by 
Larz F. Neilson, the captain’s son, that pays 
tribute to Betty Downs, who, until her retire- 
iment late last year, worked for the captain since 
Day One. We hope, too, that you equally enjoy 
Btacey E. Stevens’ feature about the Wilmington 
Fire Department hitting the century mark. 

: Fifty years. The Town Crier has quite a ways 
to go before it can boast its 275th anniversary, as 
Wilmington will do all next year, but, at 49, we 
feel we’re just getting started, anyway. All the 
Same, a look back on the very first Town Crier, 
published on November 17, 1955, shows just how 
much things have changed. 

' For instance, a house ad on page 9 of the issue 
shows that a subscription to the Town Crier cost 
@ whopping four bucks. 

: And a speeding ticket? According to one blurb, 
also on page 9, a fine for a lead foot was five dol- 
lars. A Marshall Street resident in Tewksbury 
found this out the hard way. After he got arrest- 
ed and appeared before a Woburn judge. 

:A spread in the center of the paper features a 
humber of ads from local businesses that con- 
Bratulated Capt. Larz on his new endeayor. One 
gracious ad, incidentally, was placed by the 
Woburn Daily Times Chronicle, which, in one of 
life’s little twists, would purchase the Town 
Crier decades later. 

FOUR CHILDREN RETURNED TO PAR- 
ENTS. So went the headline for the top story on 
the front page. The article focused on four 
youngsters found by authorities in a “frightful 
state of neglect” at a Grove Avenue home. 
‘Also on the front page were stories about John 
{mbimbo’s appointment to the position of 
sergeant at the Wilmington Police Department, 
the escalation of the number of local polio vic- 
tims to eleven, and a freak accident on Glen 
Road. 

: Here’s a case of history repeating itself for you: 
Just like this week’s Town Crier, the picture on 
the front page of the November 17, 1955 edition 
shows a Veterans Day service, in which Boy 
Scout Thomas MacKay performed “Taps” and 
Commanders Thomas Breen and William Smith, 
Selectmen Wavie Drew, E. Haywood Bliss and 
Nicholas DeFelice attended. 
inside the paper are stories about a stolen cash 
fegister that was found in the Town Park; the 
resignation of Janet Gomes as the organist at 
the Congregational Church; and a local girl, 
Sandra Dupras, who landed a spot in a movie. 
;There’s more, of course. Fifty years’ worth. 
We at the Town Crier invite you to join us in the 

ear ahead as we celebrate not just our own his- 

ory, but yours as well, for without you, we 
syouldn’t have all these candles on our cake. 
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he also contributed to such 
fields as linguistics, communi- 
cation, media studies, journal- 
ism, education, psychology, 
English, cultural studies, phi- 
losophy, history, sociology, 
political science, religious stud- 
ies and technology studies. 

Postman was born into a 
Yiddish-speaking family in 
Brooklyn, New York and devel- 
oped an awareness of the power 
of language at an early age. At 
that time, public school educa- 
tion placed a great deal of 
emphasis on proper grammar 
and diction and the elimination 
of accents and dialects. As a 
result, Postman learned to 
speak in the educated and elite 
New York idiom made famous 
by Franklin Delano Roosevelt. 
He went on to play minor 
league baseball, serve in the 
U.S. Army and study for his 
doctorate at Columbia 
University. Eventually, he 
joined the faculty at New York 
University’s School of 
Education. 

Professor Marshall McLuhan, 
a contemporary of Postman’s 
who became famous during the 
1960's for his study of media, 
coined the phrase “the medium 
is the message.” Postman 
believed that “...language is not 
merely a vehicle of expression, 
it is also the driver; and that 
what we perczive, and therefore 
can learn, is a function of our 
languaging processes.” In other 
words, language is not just a 
medium through which our cul- 
ture conducts its business. It's 
also “a shaper of values, a 
masseuse of the senses, an 
advocate of ideologies, an 
exacting organizer. of social 
patterns.” Postman took note of 
the way educators were 
embracing television as a 
teaching tool and argued that 
television was a curriculum in 
its own right and that it actual-

“But the intent of the vote was 
not necessarily to knock the 
Swain School down, either,” 
Sullivan said. “Personally, I 
wouldn’t want to see it torn 
down and taken away in a 
dumpster.” 

Selectman Raymond Lepore 
acknowledged that the issue 
was complicated, and 
Selectmen Chairman Michael 
McCoy suggested giving the 
Library Trustees the opportuni- 
ty to make a recommendation 
on the matter. 

“If they think it is do-able to 
keep the structure, we should 
be all ears,” McCoy said. “If 
they say it should be torn down, 
we should listen to that too.” 

Town Manager Michael Caira 
informed the selectmen that he 
instructed Tappe Associates, 
the firm that conducted the 
original Library Feasibility 
Study in 2002, to evaluate both 
scenarios for the Swain site. 

“They are examining that 
whole parcel and every nuance 
of it,” Caira said. 

West encouraged the preser-

“I was recently told by a 
prominent resident of 
Wilmington that he went to 
school at the Swain School and 
graduated high school in 1946, 
and that the Swain should have 
been torn down back then,” 
Caira said later. 

Newhouse also considers the 
Swain School to have outlived 
its usefulness. He stated more 
than once during last week's 
meeting that he was not pre- 
pared to ask the taxpayers for a 
penny to put towards the reha- 


bilitation of that building. 

“I can appreciate the fact that 
some buildings with historical 
significance are worth saving 
and preserving, just like a 1969 
Corvette would be,” Newhouse 
said. “Other buildings, however, 
while being old, simply can’t be 
saved in a cost effective man- 
ner. Kind of like spending big 
money on a 1984 Ford Tempo.” 

For the past several years, 
Wilmington residents have been 
split on how best to proceed 
with plans to build a new 
library. According to its direc- 
tor, Tina Stewart, the current 
Wilmington Memorial Library 
on Middlesex Avenue has long 
since become insufficient 

In April of 2002, voters at 
‘Town Meeting approved an allo- 
cation of $550,000 to design a 
plan for a new library to be 
built at the site of the previous 
Whitefield School in North 
Wilmington. 

The vote was later rescinded 


during a Special Town Meeting 
in August of 2002 that was peti 
tioned by a group supporting a 
new library to be located at the 
site of the former Swain School 
Ironically, while town residents 
voted to rescind the $550,000 
allocation, those same people 
also voted not to build at the 
Swain School site, either, leav 
ing the matter in limbo for 
more than two years,

As to how firefighting in 
Wilmington has changed with the 
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times, Nee recalls, “Firefighting 
today is more professional; much 
more intensive training is 
required now than it was back 
then.

Marian, and his faithful friends 
Jackie and Nan Burke. He and 
Jackie, both of whom are lifelong 
members of the Elks, not only 
organized each other’s retire- 
ment parties but also cooperated 
on numerous projects outside of 
work, such as building a deck, a 
shed, and a refurbished basement 
room in Nee’s home that is deco- 
rated with fire memorabilia, 
including Nee’s original leather 
fire helmet bearing the number 6.

“It was a great life,” Nee says. 
“Even though it paid only $50 for 
an 83-hour work week, and much 
of the work consisted of thankless 
hose, the guys loved it. We had a 
real dedicated group.” 

Jackie Burke couldn't agree 
more, although he admits that as 
often as not, it’s the bad times 
that a firefighter can’t help but 
remember. 


“I remember this one time in 
1963 or so that we were called to 
Silver Lake where an 11-year-old 
girl from out-of-town had 
drowned,” Burke says. “It was so 
sad as we watched her being put 
into a body bag. Years later, I 
was working for an insurance 
firm in Burlington and the sub- 
ject of the fire department hap- 
pened to come up. The company 
owner’s wife, who was there at 
the time, asked me if I had by any 
chance been on the fire 

ment when her daughter had 
drowned at Silver Lake some 20 
years ago. When I replied that I 
had not only been on the fire 
department but had in fact 
responded to that very incident, 
we both started to cry and 
embraced one another. Even all 
of these years later, it’s one of 
those things that-you-never-for- 


Burke, who was born in 
Jamaica Plain and grew up in 
East Cambridge, moved to 
Wilmington in 1958. He was 
appointed as a call firefighter for 
the Town in May of 1962, and 
member

Burke also remembers an inci- 


truck on McGrath Highway in 
Somerville while they were trans- 
Porting a 300-pound blind female 
patient to an appointment at 
Mass General Hospital. The 
ambulance driver, in an effort to 
evade the oncoming vehicle, 
applied the brakes, only to dis- 
cover that they had failed, and 
the two vehicles collided. 
Fortunately, no real casualties 
were sustained, although the 
patient was forced to wait in the 
rear of the ambulance while its 
brakes were being repaired 
before they could complete their 
trek to the hospital. 

“Our original ambulance, a 1941 
Cadillac, was referred to as ‘The 
Grey Ghost,” Burke says. 
“Originally, the police depart- 
ment had the ambulance, but 
whenever there was a call they 
would stop by the station and pick 
up a firefighter. The police offi- 
cer would drive the ambulance 
while the firefighter would stay in 
back and tend to the patient. In 
later years the Board of 
Selectman voted to have the 
ambulance transferred over to 
the fire department.” 

Back then people really respect- 
ed and appreciated firefighters. 

“Kindly folks used to bring 
apple cider, fruit baskets, and 
candy to the fire station for those 
who had to work during the holi- 
days,” Burke says. 

Like his co-workers Nee and 
Burke, William James Mann was 
the first in his family to become a 
firefighter. His father, who'd 
heard that the streets of America 
were “lined with gold,” brought 
the family over from Llanelly, 
Wales in 1928 just as the Great 
Depression hit. Mann first lived 
in Somerville and eventually 
moved to Wilmington. Through 
mutual friends in Billerica, he 
met Helen from Lynne, who even- 
tually became his “wife and 


Hanscom Air Force Base. Prior 
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earned 75 cents an hour for a 
brush fire and a dollar an-hour 
for a house fire. At that time the 
hydrant locations used to be list- 
ed in the telephone book.” 

Mann vividly recalls a fire dur- 
ing which he was ordered by 
Chief Boudreau to ventilate the 
peak of the roof with an axe in 
the back of Saint Thomas of 
Villanova, his wife's church. 

“Lacking an understanding 
about the principles of ventila- 
tion, my wife’s friends squealed 
to the chief about what they per- 
ceived as the craziness of what I 
was doing, but the chief defended 
me, explaining that I was under 
orders,” Mann chuckles. 

Mann also remembers battling 
a brush fire in the Ballardvale 
Woods for three days straight. 
Other fires that he remembers 
battling occurred at Harriman’s 
Tannery, Griffin's Hardware 
Store, the old Wilmington Drug 
Store, and The Black Cat and The 
Rainbow Night Clubs. However, 
never to this day, he says, will he 
forget the smell of burnt human 
flesh, as experienced during his 
first fatal fire, in which the house 
burnt to the ground and he had to 
help remove the remains of two 
victims from the wreckage with 


body bags. 

The job had its lighter monents, 
though. Mann remembers a 
brush truck irreverently dubbed 
“Engine 6 7/8,” which was housed 
at the North Wilmington pumping 
station at Brown's Crossing. 

“Arthur Williams, who was a 
foreman in the Water 
Department, didn’t like his truck 
to get dirty,” Mann recalls, “He 
was forever wiping down the 
‘booster hose.” 

Mann remembers being offered 
the fire chief's position by the 
Board of Selectman. He turned it 
down, he says, because his first 
child had just turned three and he 
and his wife had just bought their 
house. 

“I knew that the chief was 
required to live upstairs at the 
firehouse and only got to come 
home once in a while,” he says. 
“I preferred to spend my time 
with my wife and child. We now 
have three children, seven grand- 
children, and five great-grand- 
children. We thank God for a suc- 
cessful marriage and all that He 
has done for us. By His grace, we 
have a beautiful family of whom

Like his 
three counterparts, Duggan was 
the first in his family to become a 
firefighter. Also like them, he has 
many memories of his 21 years of 


service. 

“Pl never forget the time in the 
mid-seventies when we were 
called to a fire in an old farm- 


the way, so we lost communica- 
tion with the ladder company. 
The house was so far back in the 


while the two of us who were on 
the engine company had to extin- 
guish the fire on our own. 
Neighbors came out and helped 
us by dragging the hose over the 
fence and down the street. 
Luckily, this house had a particu- 
lar type of stairwell that divided 
it right up the middle. We hit the 
stairwell strategically with the 
hose stream and somehow man- 
aged to save the house.” 

Duggan, a Mason and former 
selectman, says that the old 
hand-tub has quite the story, hav- 
ing been housed in multiple loca- 
tions before ultimately ending up 
on his property. Time and wear- 
and-tear have taken their toll on 
the apparatus. however. _ In 


Wilmington Fire Department hitting the centennial mark 


December of 2002, while attend- 
ing an cvent in Bird in Hand, 
Pennsylvania, Duggan was given 
the name of an Amish wheel- 
wright who was eventually able 
to recast the hand tub’s broken 
wheel hub for a reasonable fee so 
that it could be taken out and dri- 
ven in parades and the like. 

According to firefighter Brian 
Anderson, who represents the 
fire department on Wilmington’s 
275th Anniversary Committee, 
and whose father worked on the 
fire department alongside Mann, 
many of Wilmington’s original 
fire apparatus from over the 
years have been found and 
restored by various fire buffs, and 
will be featured as part of the 
town's history in its 275th 
anniversary parade on 
September 18, 2005. The possibili- 
ty is also being considered of the 
fire department's hosting its own 
celebratory event in Rotary Park 
field opposite the new public safe- 
ty building next summer.

Dramatic comeback puts ‘Cats in playofts

NORTH ANDOVER - In the 
box score you can see that the 
Wilmington High football team 
had two block punts, didn’t 
complete a single pass all 
game, and gave up a season 
high 334 total yards of offense. 

But outside the big box, you 
see that the Wildcat football 
team won its third dramatic 
game in the past four weeks, 
the-second straight game on 
the final or next to final play of 
the game, and came from 
behind with 20 points in the 
fourth quarter. 

In the big picture, the three 
fourth quarter scores by Zack 
Mayo, the huge 25-yard field 
goal by Greg Stewart - the 
team’s first of the season -—, the 
team’s two big defensive inter- 
ceptions, and the missed field 
goal by North Andover with 14 
seconds remaining in the game, 
was enough to have the Wildcat 
football team accomplish some- 
thing the previous 27 teams 
couldn't do. 

On Sunday afternoon with the 
sun shining down on the gor- 
geous North Andover High 
School turf field, the ‘Cats pol- 
ished off its league schedule 
with a thrilling back-and-forth 
30-29 victory over the Scarlet 
Knights, who had to beat the 
‘Cats and Masconomet to 
advance to the post season for 
the first time since 1996. 

Instead, the tremendous grit 
and perserverance by the 
Wildcat team pushed them into 
the playoffs for the first time 
since 1976 with its 10-0 season. 

Wilmington will try to become 
the first team’since 1972 to go 
undefeated with its non-league 
game on Thanksgiving morn- 
ing against Tewksbury (5-5). 

After the annual rival game, 
the ‘Cats will have one perhaps 
two more games left on its 
schedule, the first is a semi- 
final playoff match-up against 
Hingham, the Patriot League 
Champion, which will be played 
on Tuesday, November 30th at a 
neutral site and time (either 4 
or 7) to be announced. If the 
‘Cats defeat Hingham, it will 
play for the Division 2 Super 
Bowl on the weekend of 
December 4th against the other 
playoff semi-final game 
between Bourne and Bishop 
Feehan. 

But before leaping ahead to 
the playoffs, Wildcat head 
coach Bob Almeida witnessed a 
game and an effort for the ages 
and neither will he ever forget. 

“Let me tell you something,” 
said Almeida. “I wouldn’t trade 
these kids for anybody. They 
are the best kids in the world. 
‘That game was all about heart. 
If you can find me kids with 
more guts than the kids I 
coach, than 4 dare you to. 
Everything w ant against them. 
Give North Andover all the 
credit because they took it to 


us, But our kids refused to be 
denied. I give our kids all of the 
credit. 

“That's a great (North 
Andover) team. We beat the 
best, we had to beat the best 
and we had to beat the top 
three teams in the league to 
(win the Cape Ann League 
title) and we did in three of the 
last four weeks. And you know 
what, we won some big games 
now. We're 10-0 and we beat 
three of the top teams in the 
past four weeks.” 

Wilmington trailed 23-10 after 
the third quarter and 29-17 with 
8:14 to go in the game, but came 
out victorious when Tyler 
Smith’s 31-yard field goal try 
with 14 seconds to go sailed 
short and wide right, allowing 
quarterback Joe Herra to take 
a knee before his team could 
celebrate. 

“We had to (score 20 points in 
the fourth quarter) unfortu- 
nately —_ because (North 
Andover) kept coming back. 
We didn’t complete a pass all 
game and we struggled throw- 
ing the ball. But you have to 
give a lot of credit to the offen- 
sive line and guys like Stephen 
Downs and Robbie Gillis. 

“And how about Zack Mayo? 
He’s a pretty good back. He 
hasn’t got quite the credit he 
deserves but he was just 
immense, absolutely immense 
today. Our defense played hard 
and our pass defense gave up 
some yards, but when it really 
counted Joe Herra came up 
with a big play. 

“This was an unbelievable 
football game with two great 
teams, But it’s our turn. I would 


think was as’ good”of a high ~ 


school football game as you'll 
find. It’s a credit to our kids 
who never stopped believing. 
They never did and I keep say- 
ing that every week but I would 
not trade them in for anybody. 

Not for anybody.” 

North Andover took a 10-0 
lead just two plays into the sec- 
ond quarter, Smith nailed a 22- 
yard field goal in the first quar- 
ter, and then Ryan Reading 
blocked his second punt off the 
foot of Sean Murphy just sec- 
onds into the second quarter. 
The ball bounced into the end 
zone and North Andover’s Chris 
Holland pounced on it for the 
touchdown. 

After Herra (168 return yards 
on five kick off returns, a punt 
and an interception return) 
returned the kickoff to the ‘Cats 
42. On the first play from 

i e, senior captain 
Robbie Gillis took an inside 
hand-off and went up the mid- 
dle before making a nice cut 
back move on his last defender 
to go for an 58-yard touchdown 
run making it 10-7 after 
Stewart’s PAT kick was good. 

“The linemen made the big 
hole and I just took it in from 
there,” said Gillis. 

North Andover (7-3) answered 


right back. The Knights put 
together a 10-play, 71-yard drive 
which was capped off by Josh 
Tovanella’s 1-yard run on third- 
and-goal making it 17-7 with 
5:16 to go in the half. Stewart 
came up with a huge 25-yard 
field goal on Wilmington’s 
ensuing drive making it 17-10 
and more importantly the ‘Cats 
trailed by just one score instead 
of two heading into the locker 
room for the halftime break. 

Both teams were forced to 
punt as the third quarter 
began, and North Andover was 
able to make it a two-score lead 
when quarterback Scott 
Driscoll (9-for-23, 203 yards, 2 
TDs, 1 INT) connected with 
Dan Ok for a 13-yard TD strike 
in the left end zone. The PAT 
kick missed, which was crucial 
in the end, as North Andover 
had a 23-10 lead with 3:22 to go 
in the third quarter. 

Wilmington turned the ball 
over, but the defense forced 
North Andover to go three-and- 
out which was also a huge key 
in the final outcome. That's 
because the offense was able to 
have enough time to do what it 
did so impressively in the 
fourth period. On just seven 
offensive plays, the ‘Cats 
scored three touchdowns, all by 
junior Zack Mayo (9 carries, 70 
yards, 3 TDs). On just the third 
play in the fourth quarter, and 
on first down for the ‘Cats, he 
went 29 yards for his first score 
which was set up by a 37-yard 
kickoff return by Herra. 

It took three plays for the 
Knights to counter. Driscoll 
connected deep to Andrew 
Foote (23 carries, 129 yards as a 


running back) and he went in’ 


for a 68-yard touchdown recep- 
tion. The two-point rush failed 
and North Andover led 29-17 
with 8:14 left in the game. 

Again Herra put the ‘Cats in 
great field position with a 33 
yard kickoff return to the ‘Cats 
45. On the third play, Mayo 
went off left tackle and scored 
on another 29-yard touchdown 
run. Stewart’s kick was good 
and Wilmington now trailed by 
five at 29-24 with 6:50 remain- 


ing. 
Facing third-and-nine from its 
own 34, Driscoll went back in 
the pocket and tossed his first 
of two interceptions in the 
fourth quarter, this one picked 
off by Herra at the North 
Andover 39 and he returned it 
to the 6 yard line. Three plays 
later on third-and-goal, Mayo 
went in for his third touchdown 
of the quarter, this one from 
five yards out for the game win- 
ning score. 

Zack’s brother Joe intercept- 
ed Driscoll on third down giv- 
ing the ‘Cats the ball just short 
of midfield. That came after a 
huge 14yard sack by captain 
Brennan Jones on Driscoll.

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French catches on nicely at Northeastern.

“Maybe you've ventured out to 
Brookline to catch the 
Northeastern University foot- 
ball team in action at Parsons 
Field or maybe you've tuned in 
on: CN8 or NESN to watch the 
Huskies grapple with some of 
their fierce rivals from the 

Atlantic 10 Conference. 

If you were hoping to watch 
Bobby French the former star 
rupning back at Wilmington 
High streak all over the field 
like he did in his Cape Ann 
League days, you were probably 
a little surprised at how the NU 
junior has performed this sea- 
‘son. He's earned a starting spot 
on the Huskies' offense and 
he's produced up to expecta- 
tions for first-year head coach 
Rocky Hager, but the 5-foot-11, 
19-pound French has emerged 
as a vital fullback instead of a 
tailback. 

French, a former Cape Ann 
League Player of the Year when 
he was wearing Wildcats blue 
and white, made the position 
switch last year under head 
coach Don Brown. This year, 
the new coaching staff left 
French at his new post and the 
21-year-old has thrived to the 
tune of 10 carries for 58 yards, 
three catches for 26 yards anda 
ton of solid blocks that can't be 
quantified by statistics. 

“For me, it's going great. 
Coming into the season I knew 
there was going to be a lot of 
competition at fullback, where 
I transferred over to after play- 
ing running back in my 
Wilmington days,” said French, 
who also starts on all of NU's 
special teams. “With the new 
coaching staff, the new running 
backs coach (Rapheal Dowdye) 
is the best coach I've had in my 
life. He gave me all the tech- 
niques ond I've learned to 
adapt to that.” 

French's performance has left 
a mark on Hager's mind. 


“He was a tailback, he's now a 
fullback. He has great hands; 
he catches the ball well. He's a 
good pass protector,” said the 
Huskies mentor. “That pass 
protecting is an important part 
of what we're doing. And then 
he's obviously a good run 
blocker. The venue he provides 
that not everybody else can 
provide is he's fullback that 
can run with the football and 
he's done some pretty good 
running for us this year.” 

After he graduated from 
Wilmington, French received 
offers from a lot of colleges. 
When he chose Northeastern, 
he knew he'd have to walk on to 
the Huskies squad. But he did- 
n't want to pass up the opportu- 
nity to study at such a well- 
reputed school (he's now 
majoring in business manage- 
ment) and to take his shot at 
NCAA Division I-AA football. 

But things didn't start off with 
a bang for French. He'd sepa- 
rated his shoulder during his 
senior year at Wilmington and 
after surgery, he redshirted 
during the 2001 season. In 2002 
he appeared in only two games 
and carried twice for 20 yards 
and a touchdown. In 2003, his 
role grew but only enough so 
that he rushed 10 times for 33 
yards and caught a 3-yard 
touchdown pass. 

All the while, French couldn't 
get into the coaching staff's 
best graces. Then Brown left 
for UMass and Hager took the 
reins, 

“Basically, the only thing that 
benefited me was I had a clean 
slate. With the other coaching 
staff, when I came in I was 
small, I had surgery my first 
year and I had a lot of problems 
with my family off the field. So 
it was hard to shake that,” 
French said. 

More has changed for French 
than just his position. Rather 
than just relying on his athletic 
ability, French also relies on 


his smarts, 

“I would say my game has 
changed from my knowledge of 
the game. Basically, in high 
school it was more about talent 
and skill. For a smaller school 
like Wilmington, it's not about 
knowing every little detail. It's 
all about who has the better 
athletes,” said French. “Now all 
the athletes are the top ath- 


I would like to be is an even bet- 
ter blocker,” French said. “This 
year I started to learn the tech- 
nique. It doesn't matter how big 
you are, if you have the right 
technique you can block any- 
body. That's what I want to 
work on.” 

While playing college ball and 
keeping up with his studies eats 
up a lot of French's time, he 
still keeps tabs on his old team 
in Wilmington. He took a lot of 
pleasure from the Wildcats’ 
Friday night victory over North 
Andover - he now has bragging 
rights over a few North 
Andover natives at NU - and 
talks to many back home who 
have been able to watch some 
of the Huskies' games on local 
television. 

Just 4-6 overall and 3-4 in A-10 
play, the Huskies are about 
ready to start looking toward 
next season and French might 
enjoy a more expanded role as 
a senior in 2005.

Wilmington High Cripps was 
laid up for several months after 
landing badly on a parachute 
jump. 

During his recovery, coach 
Kelley asked him if he would 
help out as a meet official at a 
league meet that was being 
held at Wilmington High. The 
rest, as they say, is history. 

“It's quite the endeavor 
putting on a meet like that, and 
Frank and I had become 
friends so I was glad to help 
him out in any way I could,” 
Cripps said. “After that, I start- 
ed learning more ard more 
about track. Well, I liked Frank 
and I liked the kids so I stuck 
with it. I was not very knowl- 
edgeable at the time, but I 
gradually started to understand 
a little more and become more 
active in helping out.” 

He began to understand to the 
point where Kelley took him on 
as his assistant coach. Cripps 
credits Kelley with much of his 
success and says that a big rea- 
son he was able to accomplish 
so much as a coach was the 
way Kelley treated their coach- 
ing duties. 

“Working with Frank was 
tremendous,” Cripps said. “As 
far as a working relationship, it 
wasn't like I was just and assis- 
tant, it was like we were co- 
coaches. He head specific 
events as did I.” 

There are numerous athletes 
over the years who would 
undoubtedly credit their suc- 
cess to Bob Cripps, but two of 
the most well known are Matt 
Phillips and Greg Young. 
Under Cripps guidance Phillips 
became one of the top high

ner in Massachusetts. Phillips, 
in particular may never have 
picked up a javelin if not for a 
strange twist of fate involving 
Cripps. 

On their way to a meet in 
Lawrence, the Wildcats did not 
have anyone ready to compete 
in the javelin throw. Rather 
than taking a zero for the event, 
Cripps suggested to Kelley that 
Phillips would make a good 
choice to fill in based on his 
build and his athletic ability. 
Cripps and Phillips worked 
together for a few minutes 
before the meet to get his tech- 
nique down, and not only did 
Phillips prevent the Wildcats 
from getting a zero, he actually 
won the meet with a distance of 
158 feet. 

“Through hard work, Matt 
ended up being one of the best 
in the country,” Cripps said. “It 
was the same with Greg. He 
was the type who would do 
whatever I asked of him, and 
never complained about it. 
Because of his work ethic and 
attitude he became the number 
one 600 meter runner in the 
country.” 

While Cripps defers most of 
the credit to his athletes, there 
are simply too many success 
stories to ignore the fact that 
Cripps had a major impact on 
all he coaches. Cripps actually 
had a hand in some other 
inductees in this year’s class as 
well. The 1993 4x400 relay team 
of Tom Killilea, Dennis Godin, 
Tom Zaya, Tom Aprile and 
Danny Ballou was inducted this

“Some people consider this a 
job, but not me. I consider this 
a recreation,” Cripps said. 
“The willingness these kids 
have to work and the dedication 
they show is incredible.

That is why even though 
Cripps retired recently from 
teaching he was not about to 
give up his coaching duties.

Lynch and the team’s success 
came under the late Dick 
Scanlon. Lynch credits his for- 
mer coach with much of the 
team,’ success and says that 
his approach to his players was 
perfect for this talented group. 

“Coach Scanlon was a great 
guy to play for,” Lynch said. 


“He demanded a lot out of his 
players, but he still made it a 
lot of fun.

Lynch’s career did not end 
with his graduation from 
Wilmington High, as he moved 
on to Bentley College and won 
even more honors. He was 
named the team’s Most 
Improved Player after one sea- 
son and in 1993 he won the 
Northeast-10 Tournament MVP. 
His career numbers with the 
Falcons were almost as impres- 
sive as with the Wildcats, as he 
finished in the top 10 in scoring 
in the school’s history and he 
still holds the Bentley record 
with eight post season goals. 

Lynch was a four year starter 
at Bentley and although he 
acknowledges there was differ- 
ence between the high school 
and college level, he feels he 
was able to adequately make 
that adjustment. 

“The speed and everything 
was a lot faster. You went from 
two guys on each team being 
skilled to the whole team hav- 
ing those skills,” Lynch said. 
“But the adjustment was not 
too great.

Goss excelled in four 


sports, and off the field

Bob Goss, who graduated in 
Wilmington High’s class of 1950 
and was inducted in the 
school’s Hall of Fame on 
November 6th, certainly had a 
stellar athletic career for the 
Wildcats, befitting his long 

awaited induction. 

Goss was a standout in four 
sports for the Wildcats, 
excelling in football, ice hockey, 
basketball and baseball. 

But despite his brilliance in 
the athletic arena, and the 
important role he played for 
Wilmington High Goss actually 
achieved even further great- 
ness after graduation in a 
much more important role. 
After serving in the Air Force 
for four years, after his gradua- 
tion from Wilmington High, 
Goss moved on to his profes- 
sional career, where he served 
with great distinction. 

Goss worked with the 
Department of Defense at 
Andrews Air Force Base where 
he supervised the Inspection 
and Repair Section of the 
Aerospace Ground Equipment 
Branch, which is responsible 
for supporting Presidential and 
Military Joint Chief of Staff. 


He retired after a 31 year 


career during which he 
received several awards, 
including Outstanding 


Performance Ratings and a 
Sustained Performance Award. 

While in the Air Force, Goss 
helped patrol the northern 
coast of Japan for 18 months 
during the Korean War, where 
he served as the crew chief on 
an F-86 fighter jet. 

Goss modestly downplayed 
both his military and civilian 
career, but acknowledged that 
he has led quite the exciting 
life. 

“I saw a lot of history and it 
was very exciting. I was sta- 
tioned at Andrews where all the 
planes came out of, and we had 
to maintain all of the equip- 
ment,” Goss said. “I retired as 
the foreman. We all had bad 
days once in a while, but it was 
a very rewarding job.” 

Goss had very few bad days 
on the playing fields of 
Wilmington High, regardless of 
the sport. Perhaps his greatest 
success came on the football 
field where he was an integral 
part of the 1948 Class D Lowell 
Suburban League champions.

Jere Melzar, Class of 1952, 
who was inducted into the 
Wilmington High School Hall 
of Fame on _ Saturday, 
November 6th, may be the 
classic example of the phrase 
“practice makes perfect.” 
Melzar grew up playing a vari- 
ety of sports with friends and 
family in a field on Lake Street 
across the street from his 

home. 

Melzar played baseball, foot- 
ball, soccer and ice hockey at 
Silver Lake and by the time he 
got to high schol he excelled 
at the sports so much that he 
was named co-captain of the 
hockey, baseball and football 
teams in his senior year. 

Melzar played for the 
Wilmington Lake Boosters 
Team along with his younger 
brother Jimmy, his cousin 
Peter Emery and other neigh- 
borhood kids. The practice 
seemed to pay off for Emery 
as well, as he was inducted in 
the Hall of Fame a few years 
back as well. 

The 70 now year-old Melzar 
looks back on those days with 
great fondness, and listening 
to him speaking from his 
Andover, Maine home over 50 
years later, you get the feeling 
it was just yesterday he was 
out perfecting his skills. 

“We would go down there and 
play all the time, sometimes 
with kids from South 
Tewksbury, too,” Melzar said. 
“We were over there every day 
during the summer, or some- 
times we would go to the Pines 
in Tewksbury or to Thompson 
Grove.” 

As much as Melzar and his 
friends competed in all of the 
games they played together, he 
also says that they kept things 
in perspective. 

“It was all for fun,” Melzar 
said. “We weren’t too compet- 
itive, but when we got out of 
high school and were playing 
softball at the town park that 
was much more serious.” 

As great as those days were 
playing on Lake Street, it was 
his exploits on the fields of 
Wilmington High that got him 
inducted into the Hall of Fame. 
Melzar was just a freshman in 
1948 when the Wildcats won 
the Class D Lowell Suburban 
League Championship; but he 
still has great memories of 
that incredible undefeated sea- 


son. 
“When I broke in that year 
they had a great team. I was 
part of it, but I did not play 
much,” Melzar said. “It was 


great just to be a part of that 
though. There were only 70 or 
80 students in the school at' the 
time so it was really incredible 
we were able to do what’ we 
did.” 

Melzar says that his favorite 
sport was baseball because 
that was the sport he played 
the most growing up, but the 
memory of a particular foot- 
ball game still stands out after 
all these years. Sint 

“One memory is that 1 
caught three touchdown 
es vs. Pinkerton ; 
one game,” Melzar said. it 
stands out, but really other 
than that, it was all for the 
love of the sport.” elie 

A couple of years after grad- 
uation Melzar joined the Nayy 
and entered the Submarine 
Service. He served in the 
states from 1964-58 at the:end 
of the Korean War and served 
on the submarines the U.SS. 
Toro and the U.S.S. Tench: +»; 

“I never went over to Korea. 
We were mostly in New 
London, Connecticut, doingia 
lot of training for some of the 
younger kids coming up,” 
Melzar said. “I enjoyed those 
days. I contemplated staying 
in after I got four years, -but 
eventually decided against it. 
But my son Mark ended up 
joining the Marines and has 
been in for 20 years.” oe. 

After the service he attended 
UMass, Amherst where he 
studied Landscape and 
Architecture and turned his 
skills into a career where he 
worked as a caretaker for 30 


years. 
Melzar is proud of his athlet- 
ic career at Wilmington High, 
but did not ever imagine that it 
would result in his being hon- 
ored over 50 years after gradu: 
ation. But once he got the call 
notifying him of his induction 
he was thrilled. 

“It was wonderful. I was 
very surprised by everything,” 
Melzar said. “I did not even 
know they had the program 
and I actually kind of thought 
it was a con job when I first 
got call. But then I called:

MacEachern’s attendance at 
BC went above and beyond her 
athletic abilities. First of all, 
she was an outstanding student 
at Wilmington High, finishing 
12th in her class, so she earned 
her way into the prestigious 
school based on her grades. 
Secondly, attending BC may 
have literally saved her life. 

Born with a heart murmur, 
MacEachern had played her 
entire athletic life as many peo- 
ple with such a condition do, 
assuming that she was not at a 
much greater health risk than 
anybody else. Sadly, a male 
athlete at BC died of a heart 
ailment prior to her sophomore 
year. This prompted the school 
to require any athlete with a 
known heart ailment to get 
checked out. It was at that 
time that doctors discovered 
that her condition was so seri- 
ous that she required open 
heart surgery. 

It was only _ through 
MacEachern’s persistence that 
she was attending BC in the 
first place, and it turned out to 
be the greatest decision of her 
life. 

“I actually had a full scholar- 
ship to BU, but I really wanted 
to go to BC, so I kid my parents 
about what a great deal that 
was even though we had to pay 
to go there,” MacEachern said. 
“The doctor told me that I prob- 
ably only would have made it to 
26 years old if not for the 
surgery.” 

Through her perseverance 
MacEachern continued her 
career at BC even after the 


“It was a huge step up in com- 
petition,” MacEachern said. 
“Everyone was at such a high 
caliber and I got to play with 
some athletes.” 

MacEachern felt much the 
same way about the teammates 
she had on that 1980 champi- 
onship team.

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The search for 
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personal history

“Who am 1?” and “Where do 
I come from?” are more than 
just a search for the philosoph- 
ical meaning of life for mem- 
bers of the Essex Society of 
Genealogists. 

The over 500 members 
(nationwide) of the group, 
which meets in Lynnfield’s 
Centre Congregational Church, 
al share an enthusiasm for 
knowledge of the history of 
their own ancestry and their 
family’s roles in history. 

For public relations chair- 
person, Jean Holiday of 
Beverly, this meant finding out 
that she is not only related to 
John Chapman, better known 
as the wandering Johnny 
Appleseed, but also to one of 
the founders of Beverly. 

“T've lived in Beverly for 58 
years,” Holiday said, and never

“You find out one little bit of 
information and then you find a 
lot more,” Holiday said of her 
search. 

Her search started with a 
course in Genealogy at North 
Shore Community College. At 
the time the New Hampshire 
native knew she was related to 
Johnny Appleseed, from con- 
versations with relatives. 

“I soon found out that I was 
related to many people on the 
North Shore and in Maine,” she 
said. 

Stanley Holiday has not 
been as lucky tracing his 
ancestry. However, he has dis- 
covered that his ancestors 
came from Scotland and his 
grand-father was a mechanic, 
while a great uncle was in the 
field of entertainment. 

Thanks to the computer and 
to e-mail, he has found several 
sources that he can use for a 
future search- on his great- 
uncle. 

“Computer programs with 
genealogy information are 
excellent,” Stanley said. “The 
amount of information is won- 
derful. Thank goodness for e- 
mail” 

However, Jean cautions peo- 
ple to beware of some of the

information you get over a com 
puter. Although not false, it 
may be from a different line of 
people with the same last 
name. 

“Just because its in writing 
on the internet does not mean 
its true,” Jean said 

Amateur genealogists need 
to check out the facts, even 
those they get from government 
resources. In her case the gov: 
ernment websites had her 
father buried in Portsmouth, 
New Hampshire and his actual 
final resting place is in nearby 
Rye, New Hampshire. 

She advises people to check 
records in local town halls, 
libraries or the 
Commonwealth's Registry of 
Vital Records and Statistics. 
Another good source is back 
copies of local newspapers, 
many of which can be found on 
microfiche in the local 
libraries. 

“There are many records 
you can go to,” Jean said. 

She also advises people to 
talk to their older relatives, 
while they are alive 

According to Stanley, a ben: 
efit of belonging to an 
tion such as the Essex Society 
is that many of the members 
are willing to share information 
they have discovered in their 
own search. Ironically, he notes 
that many members have found 
out they are related in a distant 
past.

(NEHGS). This program is 
helpful if you are searching 
for ancestors who migrated 
to New England or who are 
originally from here.

Woburn Memorial High 
School (formerly Woburn 
High) received two grants 
last year to help it start a 
visiting artists program,” 
notes the Woburn edition of 
the "Daily Times Chronicle." 

“A grant of $500 from the 
Woburn Cultural Council and 
$350 from the Woburn Guild 
of Artists helped to bring five 
individuals who are either 
professional artists or whose 
careers involve their artistic 
skills to the school to meet 
with students. 

“The goals of the pro- 
gram, according to depart- 
ment Chair Susan Thifault, 
are: to enhance career deci- 
sions in arts by support- 
ing visits by professional 
artists from various ‘fields of 
expertise to the high’ school 
and have them provide 
demonstrations, lectures and 
workshops to encourage fur- 
ther interest in new and 
exciting fields as well as to 
give hands-on lessons in vari- 
ous techniques; to support 


AUTOCOMMAND 
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the encouragement of art 
education at the high school 
level; to broaden students’ 
awareness of the different 
aspects of art and to enhance 
career decisions in the art 
field; to develop a unique 
partnership between the high 
school art department ‘and 
the community through an 
expansion of its current art 
programs curriculum; to 
enrich students’ awareness 
of the ‘real world’ of art. 

“Thifault said the artists 
come for a two-period block 
(about 80 minutes) and 
speak to an audience of stu- 
dents selected by teachers 
(beginning artists, computer 
artists or upper level stu- 
dents, for example.) They 
share information about 
their particular specialty, 
talk about their careers, and 
do some hands-on projects 
with the students. 

“Among those who visited 
the school last year were: 
Woburn Police Lt. Gerard 
Scalley, the department's 
criminal sketch artist; mural 
artist Rick Freed and sculp- 
tor Dan LoRusso, who creat- 
ed the new ‘T.rex’ (tyran- 
nosaurus rex) dinosaur 
model for the Museum of 
Science. 

“Another new project 
underway last year was the 
Woburn Memorial High 
School art alumni club, 
designed to help connect 
Woburn artists, present and 
future. Members include 
recent graduates of Woburn 
High majoring in art and 
past graduates now pursuing 
careers in the arts or related 
fields. 

“This is the initial step in 
creating a resource for all 
members, whether you want 
to find a career in art, give 
advice to recent graduates, 
or to expand your own net- 
work,’ Thifault said. The 
group already includes 30 
members, she added.

tennial,” Jean said. “Essex 
County is a good place to 
research because of the records 
kept in court houses and the dif- 
ferent historical societies.” 

The group meets on a 
monthly basis (except January) 
at the Centre Methodist Church 
in Lynnfield Center.

According to Jean, there are 
a number of different reasons 
why people are interested in 
genealogy.
